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Amendments to the Claims

tip cap.

3. (Original Claim) The tip cap of claim 2, further comprising an intermediate wall 
projecting proximally from said inner end wall of said bottom portion and spaced in surrounding 
relationship to said plug. 

4. (Original Claim) The tip cap of claim 3, wherein said intermediate wall comprises an 
outer surface that is substantially cylindrical and an inner surface that is defined by intersecting 
planar surfaces.
